This is in response to the Office Action dated April 19, 2005. Claims 1-8 are subject to a 
restriction and/or election requirement. 

The Examiner contends that the claims require a restriction/election to one of the 
following inventions under 35 U.S.C. 121: 

Group I, claims 1-4, drawn to a roof assembly for transporting articles along a roof of a 
motor vehicle having a radio frequency receiver module, classified in class 343, subclass 713; 
and 

Group II, claim 5-8, drawn to a roof assembly for transporting articles along a roof of a 
motor vehicle having a solar panel, classified in class 135, subclass 1.. 
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The Examiner states the inventions are unrelated if it can be shown that they are not 
disclosed as capable of use together and they have different modes of operation, different 
functions, or differed effects. In the instant case, the Examiner contends that the different 
invention of group I and group II are the frequency receiver module in group I and the solar 
panel in group II. 

In response, Applicant hereby elects, without traverse, to continue prosecution for the 
group the Examiner has identified as Group I, claims 1-4, drawn to a roof assembly for 
transporting articles along a roof of a motor vehicle having a radio frequency receiver module.
